Japan Plans Airline’ Link 


Mandated Islands Are To Be Joined 
With Mainland 

Japan is preparing to open south- 
ward thousands of miles of airlines 
to fasten her Pacific Island posses- 
sions and mandates more firmly to 
the homeland. 
Two naval aviators who sailed re- 
cently from Yokohama,are now sur- 
‘veying the route between Saipan ond 
Palau, using a seaplane of 1,200 
miles cruising-radius. Their arrival 
was prepared for by establishment 
of meteorogical observatories and 
wireless stations at Saipan, Paulau 
and Truk. ‘ 
The Japanese hope to link this 
fnto island service water with Japan 
proper in an air-service from Tokio 
to Saipan by way of the Bonin 
Islands. An appropriation to sub- 
sidize this new route was contained 
in the Government’s 1935-36 budget 
just completed. 
The Tokio-Bonin Islands line will 
be the first link of a projected air- 
line to join the imperial capital with 
its farthest flung mandates, one-third 
of the way across the Pacific, lying 
directly athwart the projected Ameri- 
can air routes from California to the 
Philippines and China. 


Longest Fence In World 

The world’s longest fence—40 kilo- 
meters, or about 250 miles—is to be 
erected along the Norwegian-Finnish 
border to prevent the nomadic Lap’s 
stray flocks of reindeer wandering 
uncontrolled from one country to the 
other.

| Little Journeys In Science | 


LIQUID AIR 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


All gases, if cooled and compressed 
sufficiently, may be changed into 
liquids, or even into solids. Sulphur 
dioxide (the gas which is produced 
when sulphur burns in air) is easily 
converted into a liquid, but other 
gases, including hydrogen and oxy- 
gen, are very difficult to liquify. The 
liquefaction of helium by the Dutch 
scientist Kamerlingh Onnes, in 1908, 


was regarded as a great scientific’ 


achievement. 


Liquid air was first obtained about 
fifty years ago and since then it has 
been used commercially, the method 
of producing it having been continu- 
ally improved. It is made in large 
quantities by an intricate machine in 
which the air is compressed and cool- 
ed. The point at which the air be- 
comes liquid is called the “critical 
temperature”. Liquid air boils at 
-190 degree centigrade. When such 
objects as a rubber ball, an egg, a 
piece of meat or a flower are placed 
in the liquid they become nearly as 
brittle as glass. When a tea kettle 
filled with liquid air is placed on a 
block of ice it boils vigorously, for 
the ice is hot as compared to the 
liquid air, 

Liquid air is used chiefly in the 
production of nitrogen, oxygen and 
argon, and is also used as a cooling 
agent. When mixed with charcoal it 
forms a powerful blasting explosive 
since the charcoal burns in it. 

It was first thought that liquid air 
would be used widely for refrigera- 
tion, for cooling and ventilating 
rooms, and for the destruction of 
bacteria, but because it is expensive 
to produce and difficult to handle, it 
has not been used extensively for 
these purposes.

% cup dates (cut fine) 

% cup flour 

% teaspoon baking powder 

% cup bran

sifted with the baking powder. Add 
bran, nuts and dates, Spread the mix- 
ture in a layer one-half inch thick in

the oven and while warm, cut into 
squares or bars. Roll the pieces in 
powdered sugar or serve as a pud- 
ding with whipped cream.

United States Government To Ex- 
pend Large Amount On Housing 
Hinting possibly at the vast size 

to which the United States govern- 

ment may expand its slum clearance 
and low cost housing, Secretary of 

Interior Harold Ickes said the pub-

$150,000,000 program. “will barely 
scratch the surface.” “We know that 
in the end a much more liberal con- 
tribution will be, or at least ought 
to be made for this desirable social 
purpose,” Ickes said. He expressed 
a hope for a greatly enlarged pro- 
gram in 1935.

London are seemingly futile in regard 
to limitation, the end of what was 
once the second most powerful navy 
afloat is being encompassed at the 
former British naval dockyard known. 
as Rosyth, just beyond the Forth 
bridge. There the wartime German 
navy is being dissected and broken 
up junder the melting qualities of 
acetylene torches and the hammer 
blows of hydraulic tools. 

When the Germans by pre-arrang- 
ed signal scuttled their surrendered 
fleet at Scapa Flow they thought that 
was the end of their navy. Probably 
they thought the job of raising an 
entire navy was too big to be at- 
tempted. There were 12 battle cruis- 
ers, and the entire outfit was valued 
at about $300,000,000. But the sal- 
vaging job was done, although it 
took fourteen years to do it. r 

And now. at Rosyth these former 
proud German warships are being 
beaten into plowshares. Several hun- 
dred thousand tons of steel, iron, 
brass and bronze are being cut-out of 
them until there is nothing left  re- 
sembling a ship. The common grades 
of steel are sold to industries that 
make rails, which are being shipped 
all over the world. Much of the bet- 
ter grade is being bought by auto- 
mobile manufactufers. The highest 
grade of all, that which was arm- 
ored turrets, goes to teolmakers, 
shipbuilders and engine makers. Some 
of it, in fact, has been resold to Ger- 
many, where it may even reappear in 
the recreated pocket battleships. 
Brass goes to Glockmakers, instru- 
ment makers and various other in- 
dustries. The bronze from the heavy 
propellors and gun fittings is sold to 
other propellor makers, bell makers 
and other users of bronze.

Mandate Against Queues 


Chinese Police Given Authority To 
Enforce Order 

The recent order issued by Nan- 
king that the wearing of queues and 
the custom of binding the feet of girl 
children must be discontinued im- 
mediately has been literally taken to 
heart by the authorities of Taian, in 
Shantung province, according to .et- 
ters received in Shanghai from mis- 
sionaries stationed in that region. 

All police officers, especially those 
stationed at the gates of the city 
have been armed with shears and 
orders have been issued to the effect 
that if the mandate against the wear- 
ing of queues is not voluntarily 
obeyed, the policemen are to enforce 
it. In several cases, the police have 
not given the offender a chance to 
dispose of his queue himself, but 
have snipped off the offending braid 
with practically no ceremony whatso- 
ever. 

The order against foot-binding also 
states that women under the age of 
80 whose feet have been bound must 
take off the wrappings and allow 
their feet to develop naturall}, This 
part of the order has been practically 
disregarded in the country districts. 


Blue Uniforms Discarded 


Soldiers Of France Will Wear Dust- 
Colored Outfit 

The world’s armies are getting 
back to earth. 

A recent French order that artil- 
lery men discard their colorful sky- 
blue uniforms brought the last major 
military power into the ranks of 
those whose soldiers wear drab uni- 
forms, a National Geographic Society 
bulletin said. The new French uni- 
forms will be dust-colored. 

Soldiers of the United States wear 
olive drab outfits. British, Belgian, 
Polish and Japanese warriors have 
khaki uniforms. Germany and Spain 
supply gray clothing. Switzerland, 
Italy and the Netherlands have gray- 
green. ‘ 

Reason for the trend away from 
the brilliant colored uniforms of 100 
years ago has been to avoid detec- 
tion of troop mavement by snipers 
and aeroplanes.

The Heart Of Man 


The season is at hand‘when once again the age-old song recorded in 
Holy Writ “Peace on earth, goodwill toward men” will be sung by millions 
of voices and the sentiment expressed in the words will be made the theme 
of countless sermons, addresses, and written articles,—of which this is one. 
And the question will be asked by a perplexed people, asked in their be- 
wilderment and sorrow, why is it that after the passage of nearly 2,000 
years, instead of peace on earth and goodwill among and toward men, the 
world is filled with rumors of and preparation for war, and suspicions and 
hatreds.are rife among people everywhere? 

In seeking an answer to this question innumerable replies and reasons 
will be given. Many will lay the chief responsibility upon politicians; others 
will blame the inhumanity and sélfishness of the makers of armaments; a 
goodly number will declare it is the existing economic system that is the 
root of the trouble; in a word, the tendency will be, as it has been through- 
out the years of the past, to apportion the blame to others and to institu- 


tions of our own making, but never to accept any share of it as our own re- 


sponsibility. Yet, in the final analysis, the responsibility lies at our own 
door and rests with us as individuals. 

A nation is but an organization of individuals, .and the national view- 
point is but the aggregate of the viewpoint of the people who constitute the 
nation; the national spirit is the spirit of the people themselves. Politicians 
do what the people want them to do, and statesmen are forced to act, fre- 
quently against their own better judgment, because their people insist upon 
certain action and will accept and support nothing else. 

Nations to-day remain in a warlike mood because the individuals who 
constitute the nations are themselves lacking in goodwill the one toward the 
other, and lacking goodwill,—which is the only source of peace,—there can 
be no peace, 

Individuals clamor for security in their homes and occupations; nations 
4s organizations of individuals demand security; but there can be no secur- 
ity either for the nation or the individual unless there be peace at home and 
abroad. Nevertheless, as individuals, in our own local communities, and in 
our relationships to each other, mankind is unmindful of these great truths, 
and to a great extent maintains attitudes of suspicion and hostility instead 
of seeking for understanding and goodwill. 

‘The world, and each and every community throughout the world, counts 
its men and women who, in the current language of the day, are chiselers, 
seeking to better themselves at the expense of others, trying to pull others 
down in order that they may rise, desirous of taking that which others have 
in order that they may possess it. Many creditors are harsh, unsympathetic 
and unyielding in their attitude towards debtors in great difficulty through 
no fault of their own and insist on their pound of flesh even though it means 
the ruin and destruction of the debtor; on the’ other hand, many debtors 
dishonestly seek to take full advantage of a difficult situation to cheat and 
defraud those whom they had asked to assist them in the past and who did 
assist them. And demagogues, both of the Right and the Left, of both high 
and low degree, take full advantage of each difficulty to fan the flames of 
discord and arouse and intensify feelings of enmity and prevent reasonable 


co-operation and the development of goodwill leading to peace and mutually 
beneficial compromise agreements. 

Thé result is that all parties are invoking the power of the law to en- 
force their demands. As individuals they demand that force be applied as 
they would have it applied. The next step, of course, is that as national 
groups they demand that the same law of force be applied against other 
national groups. And that meahs preparation for applying such force, and 
war as the only alternative. 

The answer to the question propounded above is that the heart of. man 
is wrong. Mankind has not yet risen high enough, nor educated itself to the 
point where peace on earth and goodwill among men is really and truly de- 
sired. Mankind still prefers to live and rule by force, still prefers to act on 
the theory,—it is not a principle,—that Might is Right. Once man as an in- 
dividual changes his viewpoint he will find politicians both ready and anxious 
to accept and act upon it; the armament makers will find themselves with- 
out an occupation; freed of all the restrictions and obstructions imposed by 
individual and corporation selfishness and the evils of narrow nationalism, 
the economic system will operate successfully. 

The bringing of peace on earth and goodwill toward men is not a mat- 
ter of law; it cannot be brought about by force; it must come, because it is 
the only way it can come, through change in the hearts of men. It will be 
a slow growth, a development to which every true lover of peace and every 
believer in the power of goodwill is called upon to lend his or her example 
and influence. Railing at others will achieve little; peace must be lived and 


. goodwill practised.

Farm Livestock In Canada 


More Cattle And Sheep This Year 
But Fewer Horses 


Ottawa.—Canada had fewer horses 
and more cattle on the farms this 
vear than last, according to a report 
issued by the Dominion bureau of 
statistics. There were more sheep; 
and fewer swine. 

By provinces, horses show. de- 
creases in all except Nova Scotia 
where a slight increase is shown. 
Total cattle have declined in all the 
provinces, with the exception of Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta and British Col- 
umbia. Sheep have increased in all 
the western provinces. Swine have 
decreased everywhere except in Que- 
bec, where an increase is indicated. 
Total poultry show increases in Nova 
Scotfa, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia, and decreases in 
Prince Edward Island, New Bruns- 
wick, Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba.

London.—Discovery of a serum 
which kills cancer cells after they

RIOT N RUSSIA 


. London—A Warsaw despatch to 
the Express said Red terror ran riot 
in Russia with more than 200 prr- 
sons, including women and children, 
summarily shot within the last few 
hours. ; 

The despatch said the sound of 
shooting was heard every few min- 
utes in the law courts and that 
among those executed was the assas- 
sin, Leonid Nicolaieff, who, slew the 
Commun'‘st . leader, Serge Kiroff, 
Nicolaieff’s wife, sons, two daughters 
and 85-year-old mother, 

Fourteen officials of the Moscow 
Ogpu, the union state political ad- 
ministration, also were executed ac- 
cording to the Warsaw report. 

Joseph Stalin was reported ruth- 
lessly purging th¢ country because 
of the slaying of Kiroff. Having dis- 
covered a serious split in the ranks 
of the Ogpu, he dismissed Chief Yag- 
oda and ordered widespread arrests 
and executions and called in the Red 
army to protect himself and the gov- 
ernment. 

Finding disaffection in the Lenin- 
grad Ogpu, he sent members of the 
Moscow Ogpu to arrest the commis- 
sars in Leningrad, the despatch con- 
tinued, and as the men from Moscow > 
entered the building the Leningrad 
Ogpu members fired at them and a 
desperate battle followed. 

War commissar Klementi Voro- 
shiloff who was then in Len'‘ngrad, 
the despatch said, sent out troops to 
rush the Ogpu building with machine 
guns and hand grenades and arrested 
the entire staff. It was said 10 mem- 
bers of the Ogpu were killed in the 
fighting. 

Learning of the incidents, Stalin 
Jost all confidence in the Ogpu, the 
despatch said, and ordered the ar- 
rest of 14 members of the Moscow 
group, who were promptly shot. 

The execution of all persons con- 
nected with arrested Ogpu . chiefs 
then began, the despatch said, con- 
tinuing that Stalin now trusts the 
| Red army alone and that since his 
return to Moscow for Kiroff’s fun- 
eral the city has become a vast camp 
of soldirrs rushed by special train

SIKTY-SIX ARE 
EXECUTED BY 
FIRING SQUAD 


Moscow.—Sixty-six persons were 


executed by firing squad after con- 


viction on charges of “preparing 
terrorist plots against high Soviet 
officials.” 

The executions, after summary 
trials at Leningrad and Moscow, fol- 
lowed the assassination of Sergei 
Mironovich Kiroff, one of the highest- 
placed Soviet officials, by 30-year-old 
Leonid Vassillievich Nikolaiev. 

Thirty-seven were executed at Len- 
ingrad and 29 at Moscow. 

In all, 89 persons were tried at 
Leningrad and 32 at Moscow. Two 
were remanded for further inquiry 
in Leningrad and three remanded in 
the eapital. 

The brief, almost laconic official 
communique described the accused as 
being aliens for the most part who 
had entered the Soviet Union via 
Poland, Latvia and Finland. 

In conformity with the decree 
issued just after Kiroff’s death, the 
men were denied the right of ap- 
peal and jury hearings. 

The supreme court, military divi- 
sion, heard the cases. Executions 
were carried out almost immediately 
after sentence was passed. 

The sentence included confiscation 
of all possessions of the condemned 
men by the state. 

The executions coincided with the 
cremation of Kiroff’s body in prepar- 
ation for the state funeral. The 
revered Communist 
leader will be borne to famed Red 


Square by Joseph Stalin, Klement} 


Voroshiloff and other Soviet commis- 
sars and Communist chieftains. 

The ashes will be placed in the Com- 
mujists’ valhalla beside the Krem- 
lin wall where the remains of Nicolai 
Lenin, John Reed and other heroes of 
tthe Red revolution rest.

Winnipeg.— Based on actual thresh- 
ing returns the Northwest Grain 
Dealers’ Association issued a state- 
ment estimating the Western Can- 
ada wheat crop for 1934 at 250,465,- 
800 bushels. 

Previously the Dominion bureau of 
statistics had placed the estimate at 
263,000,000 bushels, made prior to 
collection of threshing returns. 

Ninety-six per cent. of the country 
points in Western Canada made re- 
ports for the estimate. 


Credit For Reichsbank 

Berlin.—The Bank of England has
